of Narrow Coils 


Device That Wilt Be Found 


of Special Service to 


Experimenters.

In winding coils for various pur- 


poses. It is frequently necessary to 
plac,« ft winding having but few turns 
over another winding, the turns nf 
which cuver a considerable 
\vldtli. 


When such » case presents Itself, the 
problem Is to provide a suitable an- 
chorage for the beginning and end of 
the smaller coll. 


The usual method is to fasten tlK> 


wire to the form outside of the wind- 
ing already in place and make a turn 
with a large spiral to the point when- 
the second coll is to be wound.

In a most Impressive man- 
ner 'and with much ritualistic cere- 
mony the blood was mixed, and thus 
the white man was made a blood 
brother to the African. 


"In another ceremony the green- 


liquid from an herb was sprinkled on 
the head and face of the king and each 
chief, and was then sprinkled over my 
head and face. The king explained that 
this green liquid was known for Its i 
healiug qualities and said that its use 
was to impress the white niun that as 
a chief he must always be a healer of 
wounds and a settler of disputes. 


"After various other symbolic cere- 


monies a scarf, stamped with the mixed 
blood of the king and the white man 
and sprinkled with the liquids they had 
used in the various ceremonies, was 
placed upon my head and finally taken 
off and placed on my left shoulder, 
where it Is always worn by the chiefs. 


"So I was made chief of the tribe 


and, as such, a man of power among 
them. I was listened to with a great 
decl more deference when I preached a 
sermon, or addressed a meeting or sat 
as a chief in council. 1 took advantage 
of every opportunity in bringing all 
the tribe in touch -with the higher 
things of life."

responsibility. This In a thinly peo- 
pled land of amazing distance*. You 
can go south from the Egvptlnn fron- 
tier six hundred miles by rail befof* 
you get to Khartum 
From there 


south, you can go another thousand 
miles on a lint bottomed, paddle-wheel 
Nile steamer before jon reach the 
southern 
boundary 
of the 
Sudan, 


which is almoit on the edge of the 
great lakes nnd a third of the way 
to the Cape of Oood Hope 


Unless you refresh your memory by 


a look at n map of Africa jou are 
likely to overlook the fact that the 
Sudan has a seacoast. South of Egypt 
It cuts across eastward to the Red 
Ma and extends along that body of 
water for «ome 400 wiles. Britain is 
by no means dependent on Kgjpt to 
furnish a door to this huge African 
realm. 
Two ports have been devel- 


oped on the Red sen, Port Sudan and 
Bnakln, and both are connected by 
modern railway facilities with hun- 
dreds of mile* of the rich Nile valley 
Including Khartum, 


The White Nile splits the Sudan for 


nearly 2,000 miles from south to north 
and Is navigable the year round above 
Khartum 


The Blue Kile runs down from the 


Abyssinian hlllg and Joins the mnln 
river at Khartum, forming an apex 
called the Gezireh or "Island." This 
Vast flat island Is the granary of the 
Sudan.

Tou won't question the certainty of ' 
satin'b place among the silks after on« j 
trip through the "yard goods'' depart- 
ment! For there you are sure to set 
alluring lengths of the lustrous fabric ' 
.draped profusely about, observes a j 
writer in the Kansas City Star. 


Since you will find satins put out 


by different manufacturers almost ev- 
ery year under new names, however, 
and since you are sure to find differ- 
ent kinds, qualities and weights of 
satin by the dozen, from the extreme- 
ly lightweight "wash" satins to the 
hca\y stiff-backed satins, the Impor- 
tant thing to remember is not the 
mere names of the cloths, but certain, 
general rules which will guide you !fl 
your selection. 


No\\, satin is always made in the 


characteristic satin weave—the fine 
silk warp passes over a group of the 
filling threads, say seven of them, 
and then under one, so that nearly 
all the warp Is brouglt to the surfae* 
and ntarly all the TV eft Is left under- 
neath. This manner of weaving is 
chiefly responsible for the liigh luster 
all satins ha\e; the \ariation in gloss 
comes with the quality of the silk 
used, since the better the silk the 
higher the luster; and with the meth- 
od of finishing and extent to which 
the goods Is "calendered" or pressed 
between hot rollers. 
AVhwi first taken 


from loom, satins are somewhat flossy 
and rough, and so must be dressed, 
which process removes the fibrous 
ends, and also increases the natural 
brilliance. 


You must remember, however, that 


the higher the gloss of the fabric, that 
the more easily It will wear shabby. 
For this reason you should select the-' 
fine, high-priced sntin only for "dress"' 
wear, then you will find that it gives 
(juitP satisfactory sen lop. 
Hard, ev- 


ery-day wear will "rough up" the sur- 
face, and gtvp the material a creasy 
shine. FT hard wear you should se- 
lect short-ilotit satin.

trade It was called "acejtuin"; the 
term slipped through Italian lips a^ 
"zetain"; western tongues dropped the 
"1" and smoothed tlie name Into our 
silkier-sounding "satin." The mate- 
rial Is known to have been in use In 
England as e.'.rly as the Fourteenth, 
century, and in France and Spain 
probab'y earlier than that.

fore the Capital District Vocational 
Club, at a dinner In the Central Y. M. i 
C. A. The club is made up of voci-. 
tional school teachers and executives, 
w ho are attending a district conveu-1 
tion of public fachool teachers 
i 


Commissioner 
Graves 
suggested 


that such instruction m safety work 
might well be given in the streets of 
cities and villages, where echool chil- 
dren could see for themselves the 
necessity for pedestrians protecting 
theii own lives and doing whatever 
maj be possible to aid in cutting 
do*n New York State's immense vol- 
ume of preventable automobile acci- i 
dents 


He pointed out that between si\ i 


hundred and seven hundred children 
of school age were killed and ruoie 
than nine thousand injured by auto- 
mobiles in this state alone last JPO.I 
Man> of these accidents, he baid could 
and •would have been prevented if 
children had krown or had been, told 
what thej should do to avoid acci- 
dents and protect themselves 


He said that without intending to | 


criticise in any way present school, 
methods, he believed, nevertheless;, | 
that lessons in safety work might 
well be iubBtituted for some of the 
mbjectj which are being taught to 
children at the present time. 
It is 


easier, he declared, to plant the idea 
of "safety first" in the mind of a child 
than in the mind of an adult 


"It is time," said Commissioner 


Graves, "that our schools snoulcl give 
simple, concrete and practical instruc- 
tion in safety work, with particular 
reference to the use of automobiles 
and traffic problems. It is just as im- 
portant—if not more so—to teach a 
Child how to guard against death or 
Injury in the streets and highways, as 
It is to give him a good book educa- 
tion.
